Ferentari quarter* The factory emplcys 730 workers of which ninety- 
five percent are women. Since 19iiU, the chief production of one 
section fw a sT underclothing for the military* In September 19^0, 
this section of the factory discontinued manufacturing the afore- 
mentioned items and, instead, commenced the manufacture of children' s 
clothing* Another smaller section of the factory employed 50 women 
in the making of parachutes* In this were a certain Puscaria, a 
textile engineer. Rosea, an administrative employee Predescu and a 
tailor Enache* About 30 silk parachutes were made daily* These were 
tested at the Baneasa airfield and delivered to the military every 
week or ten days* 


b* Manotechnica I located on Galea Ferentari. The factory employs 
about 150 workers idio are engaged in the manufacture of boilers* 
The plant is 100 meters long, 30 meters wide and 15 meters in 
hei^t* 

c* Victoria Socialistica* located at Strada Doinit No. 1. Formerly 
a jute factory, Victoria Socialistica currently makes sacks from 
jute and flax, rope, and fire hoBSf. It emplcys between 2,200 
workers 
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and 2,500 workers, 150 of whom are tubercular# 

d# Munca Textile* located on Strada Inclinatel# About 300 workers 
are engaged in weaving white cloth* 


e# Eascoala Factory* located opposite Aurel Vlaicu# Approximately 
200 text ile woricers are engaged in the prod uction of white cotton 
material called "Muncitorul”#
